When the grandmother 
heard the sound of the train, she just could, not move. On 
hearing her cry for help, the daughter-in-law turned back 
and rushed towards the mother-in-law to save her from 
daager, but in vain.

At about 11 A.M., 
one of the students, namely, Master Kishan Singh (11 years) 
while trying to pluck - flowers from the edge of the stream, 
slipped and fell into the deep and swift swirling pool of the 
stream and started drowning. The depth of the stream at the 
place was about 15-20 fee, On seeing this and knowing that 
Master Kishan Singh did not know how to swim, Master 
Meghraj Thapa jumped into the stream and managed to push 
Master Kishan Singh to safety. In the process, on of hi* 
legs got stuck in between the stones inside the swirling 
•Cream. He could not save himself and was drowned. By 
the time he was pulled out of the water it wai already 
too late and he had lost his life.

The 
Villagers detailed for this task, grouped themselves in 3 
batches and proceeded separately towards their respective 
positions, unaware of the position/locations of the other 
batches. The first batch, without waiting for the arrival of 
the third batch, set the Jhum on fire, As a result, Pu 
Ngunhmunga, an old man of 58 years, was trapped in the 
rapidly spreading fire. Since he was completely encircled by 
the fire, there was no way he could possibly escape from 
the blazing fire. The panic stricken and totally immobilized 
Pu Ngunhmunga was left at the mercy of the blazing fire. At 
this juncture, Pu H. Hranglina, without caring for the risk 
and dangers involved to his own life, entered the fire and 
rescued Pu Ngunhmunga to safety while otuer three members 
of the group could not gather courage to provide any assis¬ 
tance and were merely onlookers. 

2. Pu H. Hkanglina hud also performed a similar heroic 
feat on I9'5-I5y4 wherein he had saved the life of Pn L.

However, he got down from his taxi and 
proceeded through a muddy passage in the direction from 
where the screams were coming. His limbs were sinking in 
the mud. He realised that a house on the hill side was 
washed away by a landslide. In spite of suffering several 
bruises and injuries, he proceeded towards the screaming 
voice of the lady coming from below the sliding mud.

The landslide was so severe and devastating that it 
carried the debris of the house and household materials to 
almost 1. km. away and the lady to about 100 feet away 
from the site where the house was originally located. The 
owner -of the,house died in the landslide and his dead body 
was found 1* km. away from the original location of the 
house. 

4. Shri T. Duailova showed courage and promptitude in 
saving the life of a lady under very' adverse conditions un¬ 
mindful of the risk involved to hi* own life.

A number of houses were situated 
there including that of the District Collector (South). 

2, Shit Balmiki, sensing imminent danger, rushed to the 
house of the District Collector (South) and informed hi* 
family members of the impending calamity. He also inform¬ 
ed others, who wcie reaiding near the District Collector’* 
house. Based on his infoimation, all these people, number¬ 
ing fifteen, immediately left their housse and minutes after 
their departure, i massive land-slide washed away the house* 
of these people. The effect of land-slide was so grievous 
that it took tlie lives of sixteen people who were buried 
alive underneath.
